THE FAMOUS MR3. STAGG. 


An Incomplete Sketch of a Woman 
Once Noted in San Francisco. 


_[The following sketch of a notorious 


80 woman of fashion comes in the Ga- 


ZETTE’s dispatches from New York to- 
day in a mixed-up condition.

About 1870 Cornelius Stagg owned 
race horses and ran a hotel known as 
the Ucean View House, situated among 
hills beyond the Mission and near the 
great Pacific.

His wife was a 
Miss Josephine Webb. She lived a 
short time with his mother aad then in 
a cottage he had built for her on the 
grounds adjoining his hotel. Mrs. 
Staggs soon became one of the fa- 
miliar figures of San Francisco. She 
was a big, dashing woman, with a 
free manner and independent spirit. 
Her extravagances became common 
talk. Her dressmakers and milliners' 
‘bills were worthy of a princess and 
sbe squandered money right and left 
in every way—she drove a fast team, 
disdaining the effete services of a 
coachman, and visited the restaurants 
of San Francisco alone or in company 
with a female companion, with a lord- 
ly disre E the conventional

The o pote rival Mrs. Stagg possessed 
in ber financial freedom was the then 
notorious Percy Bell, who never wore 
a dress which did not come from 
Worth’s and whose backers were the 
dissipated parvenus who formed the 
bonanza and the California bank 
cliques. Indeed, their mvairy ad- 
vaaced to that length that they came 
to blows over a champagne table at 
the Ocean View House, where Percy 
Bell was an occasional visitor, as was 
reported in the California papers at 
the time.

Scraps of News trem That Camp and 
Vicinity. 
[Frum the Repabticen of the 17th] 

There is yet four feet of snow at 
Meadow Lake. There are but two 
men at work there at present, 

It is rumored that Frank Pausen 
has sold twelve hundred feet of the 
U. S. Grant mine at Meadow Lake to 
some Chicago capitalists fur $12,000. 

There is no snow between Cisco and 
Carlyle. The trail is in good condi- 
tion and good time can be made either 
on foot or horseback. 

Assessor Collins has appoiated Geo. 
E. Marshall, O. E. Mason and W. F. 
Edwards deputy assessors for the re- 
gistration of voters for Meadow Lake 
township. 

The Cisco Consolidated started up 
the first of June and now employs five 
or six men taking outore. The mill 
will start up in a few days. 

The weather for the past three days 
has been the warmest we have had 
thus far this season. The thermometer 
registered 90 degrees yesterday after- 
noon. 

Three etage loads, carrying in all 30 
passengers, went up to Lake Tahoe 
yesterday morning. The large sara- 
togas stacked up on the boot indicated 
that some of the party intend spending 
tbe Summer there. 

Thirty-five men are now at work on 
the Fordyce dam, some six miles from 
Meadow Lake, and in a few days this 
force will be increased to one hundred 
men and perhaps more. This is the 
largest dam in the State. Its bank is 
now seventy-five feet high, and it 
backs up the water four miles. The 
owners have decided to build it thirty- 
five feet higher, and it is expected 
that fifteen feet of this will be built 
this season. 

Twelve hundred pounds of Tahoe 
trout were shipped below by express 
last night. Of this amount H. D. 
Burton caught four hundred pounds 
yesterday forenoon. For the past two 
weeks an average uf about one 
thousand pounds have been shipped 
through Wells, Fargo & Co's express 
at this place daily.
